The free delivery system was inaugurated 
July 1, 1863.

The Tax Apportionment. 

The cities and townships In Essex 
County will have to pay to the County 
Collector 12,652 10 mote than the amount 
Ordered to be raised by the Boaid of 
Freeholders. Of this extra sum $2,571.88 
will go to pay the special road tdx and 
interest, which are not Included in the 
county bud; et, and the balance, $80.22, 
Is due to the fractions iu making tha ap¬ 
portionments. 

The tax apportionment for 1892 has 
just beeu completed Jby County Auditor 
Geissele. The total amounts each city 
and township will have to pay Into the 
county treasury are as follows; 

Newark, $848,607.05; Orange, $53,449. 
86; Bloomfield, $34,125.47; Belleville, 
$11,108.68; Livingston, $4.216.0s; Cald¬ 
well, $7,585.95; Verona, $3,600.49; Clin¬ 
ton, $15,389.45; Millburn, $9,370.46; East 
Orange, $81,805.90; West Orange, $20,744. 
35; South Orange, $21,269.85; Montclair, 
$41,484.73; total, 1,159.109.25. 

The apportionments are based on the 
valuations as reported by the Qo'JDty 
Board of Assessors, and as some df th* 
valuations ware Increased by the board 
and there is to be a lsgal contest over 
their action, there is a possibility that 
the apportionments for townships where 
th* valuations were raised will hare to 
be chauged. 

Should Lhe Court decide in favor of D e 
Township Assessors the Auditor will ba e 
his calculations on the original returns 
made by th« Assessors, thus causing a 
reduction In the apportionments for thOt# 
townships. The total teduction would le 
about $31,000. In that event the Board 
of Freeholders would have just so much 
less to spend this year, and the saving 
would have to be made ou county ex¬ 
penditures.
